IOC  penal  court  is  once  more 
a reality.  The  campus  judicial 
body  gained  new  life  last  Monday 
evening  as  council  members  ap- 
proved IOC  officer  and  executive 
council  choices  for  the  court 
posts. 

Win  Peterson,  Winona,  Minn., 
is  the  prosecuting  attorney  and 
Ralph  Klemm,  Salt  Lake  City, 
ballif.  These  men  will  serve  with 
the  five  judges  -and  three  alter- 
nates who  will  hear  cases  con- 
cerning IOC  Procedures  and  Con- 
trols violations  during  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  court  will  be  guided  by 
Andrew  Douglass,  Glendale,  who 
was  chosen  as  chief  justice.  Serv- 
ing with  Mr.  Douglass  will  be 
Ralph  Jack,  Salt  Lake  City;  Gerri 
Asplund,  Lethbridge,  Alberta, 
Canada;  Joyce  Gustafson,  Vale, 
Ore.;  and  Lee  Edwards,  Las 
Vegas.  Howard  Garrick,  Ingle- 
wood, Calif.;  Jack  Nelson  Bell- 
flower, Calif.;  and  Joanne  String- 
ham  of  Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  were 
named  alternates. 

The  council  also  passed  a bill 
establishing  a rules  committee, 
and,  after  some  debate,  accepted 
two  committee  reports.  The  rules 
committee  motion  went  through 
the  legislative  mill  -in  record  time, 
and  was  unanimously  accepted. 
The  new  committee  will  review 
all  proposed  legislation  and  will 
form  a schedule  by  which  IOC 
will  govern  its  meetings.

“From  the  Japanese  student 
the  American  can  learn  precision 
of  thought  and  meticulous  at- 
tention to  academic  detail,”  Dr. 
Lloyd  said.  “From  the  American 
student,  the  Japanese  can  learn 
the;  meaning  of  democratic  pro- 
cedure and'  the  dignity  of  person- 
ality. The  emphasis  in  Japanese 
universities  has  been  primarily

So  we  have  a Mormon  in  the  Cabinet! 

Somehow  it  humbled  me  the  other  day  to  hear  Elder  Ezra  Taft 
Benson  say  that  his  appointment  was  not  an  honor  to  an  individual, 
but  to  the  Church  and  to  the  system  it  represents. 

Brother  Benson  is  the  first  Mormon  to  serve  in  a Presidential 


Cabinet,  and  only  the  second  “clergyman”  to  serve  in  that  body  in 
the  history  of  the  nation. 


But  Brother  Benson  is  just  a step  higher  than  a position  held 
in  the  Hoover  administration  by  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.;  he 
was  the  under-secretary  of  state,  and  later  ambassador  to  Mexico. 

Elder  Reed  Smoot,  the  apQStle-senator  from  Utah,  held  another 
unique  and  distinguished  position  from  our  own  standpoint.  He 
was  known  as  one  of  America’s  ablest  senators,  respected  the 
world  over,  and  was  author  of  legislation  (Smoot-Hawley  tariff)  that 
rivals  the  Taft-Hartley  labor  law  in  eminence. 

Our  own  President  Wilkinson  established  himself  as  one  of  the 
nation’s  distinguished  attorneys  in  his  long  and  successful  contro- 
versy with  the  government  taking  over  Indian  lands  illegally.  He 
even  rated  the  wrath  of  Drew  Pearson  because  the  action  was  not 
ratified  by  the  Senate  since  it  involved  a foreign  power  (the  Indians). 

So  we,  this  school,  the  state,  and  the  Church  have  not  been 
without  adequate  representation  in  the  government  of  the  United 
States.  George  Sutherland,  a non-Mormon  BYU  alumnus,  certainly 
rates  high  praise  in  considering  this  subject,  for  he  is  the  only 
Utahn  to  ever  sit  on  the  Supreme  Court  bench. 

So,  we  have  in  the  Cabinet  a man  who  is  not  only  an  alumnus 
of  this  school,  but  a great  friend  of  BYU  whose  two  sons,  Mark  and 
Reed,  have  lent  their  talents  to  make  the  studentbody  what  it  is. 

May  Brother  Benson's  appointment  as  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
inspire  Latter-day  Saints  at  BYU  to  carry  the  banner  of  an  inspired 
system  even  farther  than  the  Constitution  be  protected  and  honored, 
and  that  dignity  may  be  restored  to  the  individual.
